So the Founndation of good Meetings, and good Order in the 
Chufch of God, is truly laid amongſt us by the Lord; and it is 
he that lays thoſe good things upon us, which we do in our Men 
and Womens Meetings, in relation to goed Order in Marriages : 
and many other neceſſary things; which are done in ſuch Meetings, 
bring honour to God; for the ſtate of the Churches is enquired 
into, that every true Neceſſity may be anſwered; and, if poſſible, 
#very diſorderly thing may be ſeparated, and dens away; and the 
living innocent- hearted Ones may be enconraged in their Obedienes and 
Faithfulneſ; to Ged, _ and Aſſiſted in their Sufferings; and the. 
Diſobedient and Unfaithful may be exhorted to Obedience, and im 
Prufed in things relating to their. Conditions; that 4 Leofa Lig 
berty may be kept out of the Chureh of Gd, and Tomb or Tou 
2 whether Male or Female, may not be ennouraged te a Looſe 
Liberty, in any thing, but _ truly ſubject} to the Pager of Gi, 
and the Order of it in his Church, that alt my be hes prove and 
rlean. And what God hath joyned together, let no man or men 
put aſſunder or divide, in crying down Womens. Meetings, ſome 
rude, ungodly-ſpirited Ones calling them an Idol and an Image, 
and preſenting Marriage before them, they call, Dancing abour 
an 1dol, and £4 filthy and unſavoury tuff as that ie, is caſt out 
from the unclean Spirit of foul and unſanctified minds: and ſome 
ſay, They deny Womens Meetings, . Reot and Brauch, and much 
more ſuch Unſavourineſi, and Abufive Languags, proceeds from. 
them, who would be fficklers in the Chureh of Ged, aud would reign. 
41 Kings without their faithful Brethren, to ſet up themſelves in an 
abuſive, preſumptuons, proud, ſcornful and diſdainful Spirit. 

And theſę are ſuch as are Stickler: and Promoters of . R. 
Printed Book aforementioned, add ſome ſuch are his Factors in 
ſelling them for him: though J. S. their great Friend and Elder, 
ſayes, Ho i: not againſt Womens Mentings.

But ſome may object, Theſe things were not in the Beginning, ub 

Truth broke forth amongſt us, hun are Innovations bronght in fm, and *

Forms, and bringing in the ah „5 Ks 
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Power of God was in the Beginning, and raiſed up many to Life, 
who had been dead in Sins and Trefpaſſes, that was its firft Works, 
and the effects of it was Righteouſneſs ;, and ſo the Lord is raifnng,. 
and hath raiſed up a People that they may ſerve him, and may be his 
in this Day wherein he is making up his Jewels; and theſe bleſſed 
Jewels are not made up at once, but through the divers Operations 
2nd Miniſtrations of his Power; and before there was a People raiſed, 
there was no occaſion for Men and Womens Meetings; but 1 i 
grees Tcuth enereaſed, and many were raiſed ; and afterwards ſome: 
ran out into Scandalous and Diforderly Practices, in Marrying, and 
in Diſorderly Living, & c. And alſo, befides theſe things, othew 
true Neceſſities called for Men and Womens Meetings to be eftabli- 
ſhed gradually, and ſettled; as now is, by the Power of God; But 
fome, who in the beginning, as was inthe Apoſtles dayes, may have 
known the breaking forth of the Power of God, and divers Ope- 
rations of it, and in that day had good deſires raiſed up to perſevere 
in the way of his Judgments, until Judgment ſhould be brought 
forth to Victory, and ſo begun in the Spirit, and ſerved God in hat 
he called them unto, as they were faithful; yet notwithſtanding. 
this, though Truth might be precious to ſuch then, and alwayes is

 Iremember, formerly God preparatively was at Work, in order 
to reveal that Myſtery, which had been hid from Ages and Genera- 
tions, fince the Apoſties dayes; and ſome were convinced of Sin, 
and had fights of good things to come, and in fome meaſure came to 
be ſeparated from the Sins of the Times, and they did ſee a neceſſity 
of ſeparating from the groſs Multitude in their Worſhips, and ſo 
did defire- to ſeek after God, and to wait upon him, and the Lord 
touched them ſometimes, and made them ſenſibie of the neceſſity 
of ſtill preſſing forwards after the enquiry of better things than they

Bondage, or at Times, as I mayſay, great Fears; theſe thus tra- 
velling on in their Spirits, and being kept in this Exerciſe, when 
the Power of the Lord broke forth in onr Nation, it met with many 
ſuch, and they received the Truth with us, in the Love of it, and 
came to witneſs the Operation of it, and are preferved in it, & will be 
ſorever, as ſtill they grefs forwards in their true Enquiry to diſcern & 
know the Way of God's Spirit, and the Products of his holy Power. 
Nou there were forme, who, as aforclaid, were touched and con- 
victed with the Light of Chriſt Jcſus in their own Conſciences, and 
for a time continued ſeeking after -a farther Condition, than that-of 
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living in Sin, under the Notion & Profeſſion of Chriſtsanicy ; but aften | 
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atime, going from the Simplicity of lonotent Enqulry aſter. e 
Lord, and his Power and Goſpel, they became Wiſe in Notions, and 
alpired to Chriſtianity with the Fragments of Old, Broken and Weak... 
Experiences, together with the Addition of their own Comprebenſions,. 
Wit and Invention, and ſo became Wiſe in their own Conceits, andſa-- 
fell back into the low Worldly Things, in a Worldly Spirit, & a Self- 
Righteous, and a Phariſaical State: Now theſe, when the Truth and 
Doctrine of the Light of Jeſus, in the Evidence of God's mighty 
Powerfcanec to be publiſhed, as the Phariſees did, ſo they did, even 
rebel againſt it, and as bad as the common Prieſts, became our bitter 
Enemies under ſpecious and fair guilded Pretences, &. 

Now, this I relate as a Caution to thoſe now who have received 
the Truth in the Love and Simplicity of it, that they may take heed 
and keep to it in Simplicity, that their Underſtandings may be kept 
open, and their Hearts chaſte and pure to Chriſt and God, then 
will they in the Faith ftill follow onto know, that at laſt they may 
come to be ſo eſtabliſhed, that the Devil can have Power no more 
to deceive them with all his Gloſſes and fair Pretences; but they 
who are Carelcſs, and keep not to the Simplicity of Truth, as it is 
in jeſus, but let out their Minds into a ſalſe Liberty, and in their 
Hearts are difobedicnt to God, though they have known the Power 
. of God in ſome mtaſure, and once were deſirous to know his Salva- 
3 tion, yet notwithſtanding, going from the Power and Croſs of Jeſus, 

7 | into a falſe Liberty ef uſhering their own Self-Wills and Wits in 
5  Truth's Matters, endeavouring to comprehend the bimplicity of the 
Way of God's Spirit, and the Products of his heavenly Power, by 
leaning and truſting to their own Underſtandings, though otherwiſe 
they may appear in a Self-Rightcouſneſs, with fair Pretences and 
Gloſſes, to deceive the Hearts of the Simple, yet for all this God 
will find them out; and · this is too much the Condition of W. R. 
and his Adherents; who, had they kept to the Simplicity of the 
Government of the pure and chafte Power of God, in their own 
Particulars, they would not have grown ſo Fooſ-hardy as to be feen 
Publiſhing and Patronizing ſuch a Treacherous Wicked Book, as 
that falſly called, The Chriftian-Quaker, Cs. 

Now one thing more I have toſay at this time, in relation to ſuch 
tender ſimple-hearted Friends, as may be ready to Kumble at the 
appointing of Afen and Womens AMentings  - fearing left it 8 
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bring in Formality, and uſher in an Apeftaty;” and ſome are. tod 
ready, to ſtrengthen ſuch a jealouſie in them, by telling them, Now 
you ho the Apoſtacy is coming in, for ſo it came in, in the Primitive 
Times, by ſetting up Councils, and Meetings, & c. | 

Unto which 1 Anſwer; Though ſome have in this day been found 
too much promoting ſuch falſe Doctrine amongſt ſiꝶi People, to 
make them evil affected with our bleſſed Meetings, in the Power 
of Chriſt, yet I ſay, the Apoſtacy firft came in by departii from 
the Power of God, and then their Adeetings were empty Forms, 
without the Power, and they fell into — and Diſorder, and 
many Sects, and divers falſe Opinions, and ſo all along to our day, 
the Zelte hath continued amongſt all, who have not come to the 
true Faith that ſtands in the Power; and this we clearly came to ſee, 
when we were convinced of Gods holy Truth, and to declare (as 
we ſtill do, and I hope ever ſhally againſt all ſuch formal Worſhips, 
as are ſet up by the Will and Wit of man; but had they ſtood in 
Gods Counſel, they would have known the Heavenly Worſhip in 
Spirit and Truth, and been one with us in this day, but their Mee - 
tings being out of the Power, is the Ground we cannot own them, 
and therefore the Primitive Meetings, before the Apoſtacy eame 
in, now come to be reſtored amongſt us, and the heavenly Power 
of ella to be the Author of them, and not a worldly Pope or 
Biſhop, & c. ' | | 

And ſo let none be jealous at our appointing Meetings for Gods 
Work and Service in his holy Truth, becauſe they may be very ſen- 
ſible of the Antichriſtian Meetings all abroad, where the Meeters 
and Aſſemblers together, band together againſt, Gods holy Truth, 
and the Poſſe ſſors of it. 

And let none be jealous, That we have not the ſame Care of 
God's Honour and Glefy, that we bad when the Truth broke firſt ous 
anmgſt. at; but rather believe, that our Godly Care is encreaſed, 
and doth ftill encreaſe, and that we are ſtill of God, neither dare 
nor can appoint or ſet up any thing againſt the Truth, but for the 
Service of it, as the Lord moves us, and that the Power of the Lord 
may ſtill be the Authority and Ground of all our Meetings, and all 
Friends may encourage one another in that which is Virtuous, Holy, 
Clean and Comely, to the Praiſe of the Eyerlaſting, and only Wile
